Hundreds of cases were seen in Kavironda, bot 
the ravages of the disease were most noticeable 
in Usoga.. Here the bananay were ripe ‘and 
rotting on the trees, the plantations were 
choked with weeds, the pathways overgrown, 
and the villages empty On several oceaions 
corpses were found ou the road in attitudes of 
profound slamber, and frequently a few feat 
away in'the jungle were the remains of bodies 
dragged thers by hyeuss, The population 
pecame terror-stricken st the mysterious death 
which pwased ov r the land. Infected persons 
were often turned out of the huts, and come- 
times o wholo village fled, leaving the stricken 
ones bebind to die. Some of the beautifal 
islandg ofthe Victoria, Nyopza have lost two- 
‘thirds of their population and sre entirely out 
of ‘cultivation, and it. is-feared that famine 
will soon sweep away the survivors, If tho 
Commissioners huve been unable to find the 
cause or remedy. for this disease, it is believed 
they will be able to -make a reassuring state- 
ment with reference to the report that plague 
had broken oat in British East ond Central 
‘Afries, A number of cases of sickness resem- 
bling pingue. occurred at Nairobi, ond there 
wore nearly a score of deaths, but though the 
disease was'not nlike ‘plsgue in some features, 
thoro ia renson to believe the ares is quite free 
from true bubonic plague.

I pointed 
out to them some years since the advantage of 
using foreign machinery, but when discovered 
that the ares cultivated by a large estate owner 
covered not more than five to seven acres, and 
that combination. amongat them was im possible, : 
it was evident that it was neeless to urge the 
foreign methed, Besides this, good native tea 
realises'very large prices. 4 have, for instance, 
‘peen given tea that cost the equivalent of £3 | 
per catty (1} 1b, avoirdupcis). 
~ Pheekin trade is almost wholly in the lends 
of German firms, and the Japaneso have o large 
say in the ‘muck and truck * bnsiness, ab well 
os the import trade. Tt ia noticeable that in all 
the new cuncéssions obtained by our allies. very 
little development bas taken place, end the same 
remark spplies to the Russian concestivn here ; | 
in fact it is still’ a wilderness, aud save for the - 
presence of the gontloman with yellow fac'ngs 
thore is nothing to distinguish this concession
